Slot Machine 
Buying Coming 
Into Its Own

Washington — Are you the "im- 


pulse buyer" type? 


If not, watch out. There's a 


move on foot to turn you into 
one. 
And it's all going lo be done 
with automatic coin vending mach- 
ines.

chasing done on the spur of the 
moment. Something catches your 
eye, 
and bing, you buy it with- 


out thinking. It's whal you come 
home from

wasn't on your shopping list. 


Coin vending machines tend to 


inspire impulse buying, Commerce 
experts claim. And then the ma- 
chine makes il simple lo follow 
up the impulse. Just a coin in 
the slot, and you've had it. 
This has inspired many manu- 
faclurers to plan to sell their pro- 
ducts in such contraptions. And the 
vending 
machine 
manufacturers 


have agreed to cooperate by de- 
signing machines which can handle 
all 
sizes 
of merchandise, 
with 


built-in 
change mechanisms 
fir 
price range. 
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je encouraged to the limit of Mos- 
ow's fondest hopes. Not only Eu- 
ope but the United States, would 
e in grave clanger.

Quality of Water 
in Arkansas Is 
Generally Good 


Fayelleville, July 30 —(/P)— The 


quality of Arkansas water in gen- 
eral is good and in many cases is 
very good, the University of Ar- 
kansas Bureau of Research has re- 
ported. 


This information was included in 


a report of the first comprehensive 
study of public water supplies of 
the state as an industrial resource. 
The study was made by the bureau 
in cooperation with the geological 
survey of the U. S. Department of 
Interior. 


The published report presents, in 
condensed form, 217 analyses 
of 


public water supplies used by 178 
towns and cities in the state. 


Hardness ranges from «jhe to 704 


parts per million, 
but 
averages 


about 94 parts per million for all 
public supplies analyzed, it was re- 
ported. Of the 178 supplies tested, 
45 percent had a hardness of below 
50 parts per million, and 58 percent 
had a hardness of less than 100 
parts. Based on the 
volume of 


water actually used, 
the 
report 


said, the hardness is lower 
than 


these figures indicate, because the 
larger cities generally 
have 
the 
softer supplies. 


Research Bureau Director C. O. 


Brannen said that from the stand- 
point of 
industrial 
development, 


water is one of the basic require- 
ments. H. K. Thatcher, (.Washing- 
ton representative ,of the Arkansas 
Resources and Development Com 
mission, has reported that th first 
qustion always; asked by an Jndus 
trial concern in connection with a 
new location is about the quality 
and quantity of the available water 
supply.

Coin machine selling is already leum, says one oil scientist. 


The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions—NOT a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 1 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the name work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 
The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead ol 5. 


"Made Work"-Sheer WMe 
The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 


i half 'their length, 'even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yard's, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another cjass, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 


is performed as a part of the same day's 
work. The crew would get at least two 
days' pay for one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL- 
LARS annually—a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 


Railroad workers are good citizens 


and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the war 
was outst'imding." We ' clor not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed" 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding. Wo do not believe they 
understand the harmful results which 
these rules would have to the railroad 
industry, to the millions of men and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to the shipping and con- 
suming public. 


The great strength of America is in 
production—sm honest day's work 
for an honest day's pay. 


For only through greater production 
can we hope to stop the steady upward 
surge of living.costs. 


Surely, if ever there.was a time in 
our history when we needed to worki 
not waste, this is it.

Buying Coming 
Into Its Own

pulse buyer" type? 


If not, watch out. There's a 


move on foot to turn you into 
one.

moment. Something catches your 
eye, 
and bing, you buy it with-

Coin vending machines tend to 


inspire impulse buying, Commerce 
experts claim. And then the ma- 
chine makes il simple lo follow 
up the impulse. Just a coin in 
the slot, and you've had it. 
This has inspired many manu- 
faclurers to plan to sell their pro- 
ducts in such contraptions. And the 
vending 
machine 
manufacturers 


have agreed to cooperate by de- 
signing machines which can handle 
all 
sizes 
of merchandise, 
with 


built-in 
change mechanisms 
fir 
price range. 
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je encouraged to the limit of Mos- 
ow's fondest hopes.

Quality of Water 
in Arkansas Is 
Generally Good 


Fayelleville, July 30 —(/P)— The 


quality of Arkansas water in gen- 
eral is good and in many cases is 
very good, the University of Ar- 
kansas Bureau of Research has re- 
ported. 


This information was included in 


a report of the first comprehensive 
study of public water supplies of 
the state as an industrial resource. 
The study was made by the bureau 
in cooperation with the geological 
survey of the U. S. Department of 
Interior. 


The published report presents, in 
condensed form, 217 analyses 
of 


public water supplies used by 178 
towns and cities in the state. 


Hardness ranges from «jhe to 704 


parts per million, 
but 
averages 


about 94 parts per million for all 
public supplies analyzed, it was re- 
ported. Of the 178 supplies tested, 
45 percent had a hardness of below 
50 parts per million, and 58 percent 
had a hardness of less than 100 
parts. Based on the 
volume of 


water actually used, 
the 
report 


said, the hardness is lower 
than 


these figures indicate, because the 
larger cities generally 
have 
the 
softer supplies. 


Research Bureau Director C. O. 


Brannen said that from the stand- 
point of 
industrial 
development, 


water is one of the basic require- 
ments. H. K. Thatcher, (.Washing- 
ton representative ,of the Arkansas 
Resources and Development Com 
mission, has reported that th first 
qustion always; asked by an Jndus 
trial concern in connection with a 
new location is about the quality 
and quantity of the available water 
supply.

spires impulse buying, Commerce 
experts 
claim. Apparently while 


you stand around waiting for the 
cashier to take your money you 
get bored and have impulses to 
buy things you don't really need, 
in self-defense. 
The one big bug in the whole 
vending machine business is the 
slug. No manufacturer yet 
has 


corne up with a device that will 
make a machine completely slug- 
proof. But

gives

word of encouragement on thai 
score.

"It is consolation

ators that the plague of the busi- 
ness—metal slugs —will not ap-

The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen.

More Money For Less Work 1 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the name work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 
The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead ol 5. 


"Made Work"-Sheer WMe 
The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 


i half 'their length, 'even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yard's, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another cjass, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 


is performed as a part of the same day's 
work. The crew would get at least two 
days' pay for one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL- 
LARS annually—a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 


Railroad workers are good citizens 


and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the war 
was outst'imding." We ' clor not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed" 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding. Wo do not believe they 
understand the harmful results which 
these rules would have to the railroad 
industry, to the millions of men and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to the shipping and con- 
suming public.

Slot Machine 
Buying Coming 
Into Its Own

Washington — Are you the "im- 


pulse buyer" type? 


If not, watch out. There's a 


move on foot to turn you into 
one. 
And it's all going lo be done 
with automatic coin vending mach- 
ines. 
The Department of Commerce de- 


fines "impulse buying" as pur- 
chasing done on the spur of the 
moment. Something catches your 
eye, 
and bing, you buy it with- 


out thinking. It's whal you come 
home from 
Ihe store with that 
wasn't on your shopping list. 


Coin vending machines tend to 


inspire impulse buying, Commerce 
experts claim. And then the ma- 
chine makes il simple lo follow 
up the impulse. Just a coin in 
the slot, and you've had it. 
This has inspired many manu- 
faclurers to plan to sell their pro- 
ducts in such contraptions. And the 
vending 
machine 
manufacturers 


have agreed to cooperate by de- 
signing machines which can handle 
all 
sizes 
of merchandise, 
with 


built-in 
change mechanisms 
fir 
price range. 
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je encouraged to the limit of Mos- 
ow's fondest hopes.

Quality of Water 
in Arkansas Is 
Generally Good 


Fayelleville, July 30 —(/P)— The 


quality of Arkansas water in gen- 
eral is good and in many cases is 
very good, the University of Ar- 
kansas Bureau of Research has re- 
ported. 


This information was included in 


a report of the first comprehensive 
study of public water supplies of 
the state as an industrial resource. 
The study was made by the bureau 
in cooperation with the geological 
survey of the U. S. Department of 
Interior. 


The published report presents, in 
condensed form, 217 analyses 
of 


public water supplies used by 178 
towns and cities in the state. 


Hardness ranges from «jhe to 704 


parts per million, 
but 
averages 


about 94 parts per million for all 
public supplies analyzed, it was re- 
ported. Of the 178 supplies tested, 
45 percent had a hardness of below 
50 parts per million, and 58 percent 
had a hardness of less than 100 
parts. Based on the 
volume of 


water actually used, 
the 
report 


said, the hardness is lower 
than 


these figures indicate, because the 
larger cities generally 
have 
the 
softer supplies. 


Research Bureau Director C. O. 


Brannen said that from the stand- 
point of 
industrial 
development, 


water is one of the basic require- 
ments. H. K. Thatcher, (.Washing- 
ton representative ,of the Arkansas 
Resources and Development Com 
mission, has reported that th first 
qustion always; asked by an Jndus 
trial concern in connection with a 
new location is about the quality 
and quantity of the available water 
supply.

The Department of Commerce 
estimates there are about 2,500,- 
000 vending

Biggest competitor is the self- 
service system used by 'grocery 
stores where you walk in, stack 
everything you want in a wire 
basket on a little cart, and then 
wait in lino for somebody to take 
your money. 


The Department 
of Commerce 
says that "75 per cent of all food 
stores now are 
self-service, 
in 


contrast with less than half lhal 
figure eight years ago." 


The self-service system also in- 


spires impulse buying, Commerce 
experts 
claim. Apparently while 


you stand around waiting for the 
cashier to take your money you 
get bored and have impulses to 
buy things you don't really need, 
in self-defense. 
The one big bug in the whole 
vending machine business is the 
slug. No manufacturer yet 
has 


corne up with a device that will 
make a machine completely slug- 
proof. But 
the Department 
of 
Commerce 
gives 
a 
temporary 
word of encouragement on thai 
score. Il says: 
"It is consolation 
lo the oper- 
ators that the plague of the busi- 
ness—metal slugs —will not ap- 
pear 
as 
plentifully 
as when 


metals are in long supply." 


Which is another way of saying 
the slug-makers arc finding it just 
as cheap to use real money.

The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions—NOT a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 1 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the name work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 
The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead ol 5. 


"Made Work"-Sheer WMe 
The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 


i half 'their length, 'even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yard's, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another cjass, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 


is performed as a part of the same day's 
work. The crew would get at least two 
days' pay for one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL- 
LARS annually—a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 


Railroad workers are good citizens 


and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the war 
was outst'imding." We ' clor not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed" 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding. Wo do not believe they 
understand the harmful results which 
these rules would have to the railroad 
industry, to the millions of men and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to the shipping and con- 
suming public.

Slot Machine 
Buying Coming 
Into Its Own

Washington — Are you the "im- 


pulse buyer" type? 


If not, watch out. There's a 


move on foot to turn you into 
one. 
And it's all going lo be done 
with automatic coin vending mach- 
ines. 
The Department of Commerce de- 


fines "impulse buying" as pur- 
chasing done on the spur of the 
moment. Something catches your 
eye, 
and bing, you buy it with- 


out thinking. It's whal you come 
home from 
Ihe store with that 
wasn't on your shopping list. 


Coin vending machines tend to 


inspire impulse buying, Commerce 
experts claim. And then the ma- 
chine makes il simple lo follow 
up the impulse. Just a coin in 
the slot, and you've had it. 
This has inspired many manu- 
faclurers to plan to sell their pro- 
ducts in such contraptions. And the 
vending 
machine 
manufacturers 


have agreed to cooperate by de- 
signing machines which can handle 
all 
sizes 
of merchandise, 
with 


built-in 
change mechanisms 
fir 
price range. 
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je encouraged to the limit of Mos- 
ow's fondest hopes.

Quality of Water 
in Arkansas Is 
Generally Good 


Fayelleville, July 30 —(/P)— The 


quality of Arkansas water in gen- 
eral is good and in many cases is 
very good, the University of Ar- 
kansas Bureau of Research has re- 
ported. 


This information was included in 


a report of the first comprehensive 
study of public water supplies of 
the state as an industrial resource. 
The study was made by the bureau 
in cooperation with the geological 
survey of the U. S. Department of 
Interior. 


The published report presents, in 
condensed form, 217 analyses 
of 


public water supplies used by 178 
towns and cities in the state. 


Hardness ranges from «jhe to 704 


parts per million, 
but 
averages 


about 94 parts per million for all 
public supplies analyzed, it was re- 
ported. Of the 178 supplies tested, 
45 percent had a hardness of below 
50 parts per million, and 58 percent 
had a hardness of less than 100 
parts. Based on the 
volume of 


water actually used, 
the 
report 


said, the hardness is lower 
than 


these figures indicate, because the 
larger cities generally 
have 
the 
softer supplies. 


Research Bureau Director C. O. 


Brannen said that from the stand- 
point of 
industrial 
development, 


water is one of the basic require- 
ments. H. K. Thatcher, (.Washing- 
ton representative ,of the Arkansas 
Resources and Development Com 
mission, has reported that th first 
qustion always; asked by an Jndus 
trial concern in connection with a 
new location is about the quality 
and quantity of the available water 
supply.

The Department of Commerce 
estimates there are about 2,500,-

Biggest competitor is the self- 
service system used by 'grocery 
stores where you walk in, stack 
everything you want in a wire 
basket on a little cart, and then 
wait in lino for somebody to take 
your money. 


The Department 
of Commerce 
says that "75 per cent of all food 
stores now are 
self-service, 
in 


contrast with less than half lhal 
figure eight years ago." 


The self-service system also in- 


spires impulse buying, Commerce 
experts 
claim. Apparently while 


you stand around waiting for the 
cashier to take your money you 
get bored and have impulses to 
buy things you don't really need, 
in self-defense. 
The one big bug in the whole 
vending machine business is the 
slug. No manufacturer yet 
has 


corne up with a device that will 
make a machine completely slug- 
proof. But 
the Department 
of 
Commerce 
gives 
a 
temporary 
word of encouragement on thai 
score. Il says: 
"It is consolation 
lo the oper- 
ators that the plague of the busi- 
ness—metal slugs —will not ap- 
pear 
as 
plentifully 
as when 


metals are in long supply." 


Which is another way of saying 
the slug-makers arc finding it just 
as cheap to use real money.

The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions—NOT a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 1 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the name work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 
The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead ol 5. 


"Made Work"-Sheer WMe 
The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 


i half 'their length, 'even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yard's, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another cjass, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 


is performed as a part of the same day's 
work. The crew would get at least two 
days' pay for one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL- 
LARS annually—a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 


Railroad workers are good citizens 


and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the war 
was outst'imding." We ' clor not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed" 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding. Wo do not believe they 
understand the harmful results which 
these rules would have to the railroad 
industry, to the millions of men and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to the shipping and con- 
suming public.

Slot Machine 
Buying Coming 
Into Its Own

pulse buyer" type? 


If not, watch out. There's a 


move on foot to turn you into 
one. 
And it's all going lo be done 
with automatic coin vending mach- 
ines.

Coin vending machines tend to 


inspire impulse buying, Commerce 
experts claim. And then the ma- 
chine makes il simple lo follow 
up the impulse. Just a coin in 
the slot, and you've had it. 
This has inspired many manu- 
faclurers to plan to sell their pro- 
ducts in such contraptions. And the 
vending 
machine 
manufacturers 


have agreed to cooperate by de- 
signing machines which can handle 
all 
sizes 
of merchandise, 
with 


built-in 
change mechanisms 
fir 
price range.

Quality of Water 
in Arkansas Is 
Generally Good 


Fayelleville, July 30 —(/P)— The 


quality of Arkansas water in gen- 
eral is good and in many cases is 
very good, the University of Ar- 
kansas Bureau of Research has re- 
ported. 


This information was included in 


a report of the first comprehensive 
study of public water supplies of 
the state as an industrial resource. 
The study was made by the bureau 
in cooperation with the geological 
survey of the U. S. Department of 
Interior. 


The published report presents, in 
condensed form, 217 analyses 
of 


public water supplies used by 178 
towns and cities in the state. 


Hardness ranges from «jhe to 704 


parts per million, 
but 
averages 


about 94 parts per million for all 
public supplies analyzed, it was re- 
ported. Of the 178 supplies tested, 
45 percent had a hardness of below 
50 parts per million, and 58 percent 
had a hardness of less than 100 
parts. Based on the 
volume of 


water actually used, 
the 
report 


said, the hardness is lower 
than 


these figures indicate, because the 
larger cities generally 
have 
the 
softer supplies. 


Research Bureau Director C. O. 


Brannen said that from the stand- 
point of 
industrial 
development, 


water is one of the basic require- 
ments. H. K. Thatcher, (.Washing- 
ton representative ,of the Arkansas 
Resources and Development Com 
mission, has reported that th first 
qustion always; asked by an Jndus 
trial concern in connection with a 
new location is about the quality 
and quantity of the available water 
supply.

Biggest competitor is the self- 
service system used by 'grocery 
stores where you walk in, stack 
everything you want in a wire 
basket on a little cart, and then 
wait in lino for somebody to take 
your money. 


The Department 
of Commerce 
says that "75 per cent of all food 
stores now are 
self-service, 
in 


contrast with less than half lhal 
figure eight years ago." 


The self-service system also in- 


spires impulse buying, Commerce 
experts 
claim. Apparently while 


you stand around waiting for the 
cashier to take your money you 
get bored and have impulses to 
buy things you don't really need, 
in self-defense. 
The one big bug in the whole 
vending machine business is the 
slug. No manufacturer yet 
has 


corne up with a device that will 
make a machine completely slug- 
proof. But 
the Department 
of 
Commerce 
gives 
a 
temporary 
word of encouragement on thai 
score. Il says: 
"It is consolation 
lo the oper- 
ators that the plague of the busi- 
ness—metal slugs —will not ap-

The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions—NOT a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 1 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the name work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 
The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead ol 5. 


"Made Work"-Sheer WMe 
The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 


i half 'their length, 'even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yard's, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another cjass, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 


is performed as a part of the same day's 
work. The crew would get at least two 
days' pay for one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL-

Slot Machine 
Buying Coming 
Into Its Own

Washington — Are you the "im- 


pulse buyer" type? 


If not, watch out. There's a 


move on foot to turn you into 
one. 
And it's all going lo be done 
with automatic coin vending mach- 
ines.

chasing done on the spur of the 
moment. Something catches your 
eye, 
and bing, you buy it with- 


out thinking. It's whal you come 
home from 
Ihe store with that 
wasn't on your shopping list. 


Coin vending machines tend to 


inspire impulse buying, Commerce 
experts claim. And then the ma- 
chine makes il simple lo follow 
up the impulse. Just a coin in 
the slot, and you've had it. 
This has inspired many manu- 
faclurers to plan to sell their pro- 
ducts in such contraptions. And the 
vending 
machine 
manufacturers 


have agreed to cooperate by de- 
signing machines which can handle 
all 
sizes 
of merchandise, 
with 


built-in 
change mechanisms 
fir 
price range. 
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je encouraged to the limit of Mos- 
ow's fondest hopes.

Quality of Water 
in Arkansas Is 
Generally Good 


Fayelleville, July 30 —(/P)— The 


quality of Arkansas water in gen- 
eral is good and in many cases is 
very good, the University of Ar- 
kansas Bureau of Research has re- 
ported. 


This information was included in 


a report of the first comprehensive 
study of public water supplies of 
the state as an industrial resource. 
The study was made by the bureau 
in cooperation with the geological 
survey of the U. S. Department of 
Interior. 


The published report presents, in 
condensed form, 217 analyses 
of 


public water supplies used by 178 
towns and cities in the state. 


Hardness ranges from «jhe to 704 


parts per million, 
but 
averages 


about 94 parts per million for all 
public supplies analyzed, it was re- 
ported. Of the 178 supplies tested, 
45 percent had a hardness of below 
50 parts per million, and 58 percent 
had a hardness of less than 100 
parts. Based on the 
volume of 


water actually used, 
the 
report 


said, the hardness is lower 
than 


these figures indicate, because the 
larger cities generally 
have 
the 
softer supplies. 


Research Bureau Director C. O. 


Brannen said that from the stand- 
point of 
industrial 
development, 


water is one of the basic require- 
ments. H. K. Thatcher, (.Washing- 
ton representative ,of the Arkansas 
Resources and Development Com 
mission, has reported that th first 
qustion always; asked by an Jndus 
trial concern in connection with a 
new location is about the quality 
and quantity of the available water 
supply.

The self-service system also in- 


spires impulse buying, Commerce 
experts 
claim. Apparently while 


you stand around waiting for the 
cashier to take your money you 
get bored and have impulses to 
buy things you don't really need, 
in self-defense. 
The one big bug in the whole 
vending machine business is the 
slug. No manufacturer yet 
has 


corne up with a device that will 
make a machine completely slug- 
proof. But 
the Department 
of 
Commerce 
gives 
a 
temporary 
word of encouragement on thai 
score. Il says: 
"It is consolation 
lo the oper- 
ators that the plague of the busi- 
ness—metal slugs —will not ap- 
pear 
as 
plentifully 
as when 


metals are in long supply." 


Which is another way of saying 
the slug-makers arc finding it just 
as cheap to use real money.

The railroads have received 44 "rules" 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions—NOT a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 1 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the name work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 
The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead ol 5. 


"Made Work"-Sheer WMe 
The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 


i half 'their length, 'even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 


Additional equipment, yard's, and 


other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 


The Union leaders demand that when 


a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another cjass, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 


is performed as a part of the same day's 
work. The crew would get at least two 
days' pay for one day's work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger con- 


ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50%. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 


You Can't Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A BILLION DOL- 
LARS annually—a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 


Railroad workers are good citizens 


and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the war 
was outst'imding." We ' clor not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed" 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding. Wo do not believe they 
understand the harmful results which 
these rules would have to the railroad 
industry, to the millions of men and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to the shipping and con- 
suming public.

Those who patron- 
ize public places should insist on 
being served milk in its. original 
container so that the pasteuriza- 
tion statement on the label can be 
checked, 
Milk may become unfit for hu- 
man use even though it has been 
properly collected, pasteurized, a 
transported to the home. II milk is 
allowed to stand in the open, es- 
pecially in the hot sun for a few 
hours, it can develop changes which 
will make a young infant sick. 
Non-disease-producing germs which 
are not destroyed by heat may de- 
compose the protein 
and proto 
and produce toxic compounds. Heat 
ing decomposed milk does not vend- 
er it fit for use, especially by young

The average individual with epi- 
lepsy does not suffer physically 
from his difficulty. Nor should pa- 
tients with epilepsy consider that 
they have a shameful, disease, as 
their organs 
are usually normal, 
The difficulty seems to arise be- 
cause of a more sensitive nervous 
.system, 


Epileptics Need Help 
Many epileptics have extraordi- 
narily fine minds and, if helped, 
can achieve full social and econom- 
ic success. Those of ordinary a 
bilily should also be given a cha- 
nce to learn something useful. 
The average epileptic often fails 
to obtain relief from his symptoms 
because he does not take his me- 
dicine as directed. All epileptics 
should be systematic in taking the

Those who patron- 
ize public places should insist on 
being served milk in its. original 
container so that the pasteuriza- 
tion statement on the label can be 
checked, 
Milk may become unfit for hu- 
man use even though it has been 
properly collected, pasteurized, a 
transported to the home. II milk is 
allowed to stand in the open, es- 
pecially in the hot sun for a few 
hours, it can develop changes which 
will make a young infant sick. 
Non-disease-producing germs which 
are not destroyed by heat may de- 
compose the protein

Approximately 
five per cent of all epileptics have 
a scar or 
growth 
on the brain, 
and in some of these, surgery is 
helpful in relieving attacks. 
The average individual with epi- 
lepsy does not suffer physically 
from his difficulty. Nor should pa- 
tients with epilepsy consider that 
they have a shameful, disease, as 
their organs 
are usually normal, 
The difficulty seems to arise be- 
cause of a more sensitive nervous 
.system, 


Epileptics Need Help 
Many epileptics have extraordi- 
narily fine minds and, if helped, 
can achieve full social and econom- 
ic success. Those of ordinary a 
bilily should also be given a cha- 
nce to learn something useful. 
The average epileptic often fails 
to obtain relief from his symptoms 
because he does not take his me- 
dicine as directed. All epileptics 
should be systematic in taking the 
prescribed remedy, and not skip

If good quality pasturized milk 
cannot bo obtained, the housewife 
should secure grade A raw ,milk 
and heat treat it to destroy any 
disease producing germs 
which 


may be present. Those who patron- 
ize public places should insist on 
being served milk in its. original 
container so that the pasteuriza- 
tion statement on the label can be 
checked, 
Milk may become unfit for hu- 
man use even though it has been 
properly collected, pasteurized, a 
transported to the home. II milk is 
allowed to stand in the open, es- 
pecially in the hot sun for a few 
hours, it can develop changes which 
will make a young infant sick. 
Non-disease-producing germs which 
are not destroyed by heat may de- 
compose the protein 
and proto 
and produce toxic compounds. Heat 
ing decomposed milk does not vend- 
er it fit for use, especially by young

Approximately 
five per cent of all epileptics have 
a scar or 
growth 
on the brain, 
and in some of these, surgery is 
helpful in relieving attacks. 
The average individual with epi- 
lepsy does not suffer physically 
from his difficulty. Nor should pa- 
tients with epilepsy consider that 
they have a shameful, disease, as 
their organs 
are usually normal, 
The difficulty seems to arise be- 
cause of a more sensitive nervous 
.system, 


Epileptics Need Help 
Many epileptics have extraordi- 
narily fine minds and, if helped, 
can achieve full social and econom- 
ic success. Those of ordinary a 
bilily should also be given a cha- 
nce to learn something useful. 
The average epileptic often fails 
to obtain relief from his symptoms 
because he does not take his me- 
dicine as directed. All epileptics 
should be systematic in taking the 
prescribed remedy, and not skip

Milk may become unfit for hu- 
man use even though it has been 
properly collected, pasteurized, a 
transported to the home. II milk is 
allowed to stand in the open, es- 
pecially in the hot sun for a few 
hours, it can develop changes which 
will make a young infant sick. 
Non-disease-producing germs which 
are not destroyed by heat may de- 
compose the protein

Nor should pa- 
tients with epilepsy consider that 
they have a shameful, disease, as 
their organs 
are usually normal, 
The difficulty seems to arise be- 
cause of a more sensitive nervous 
.system, 


Epileptics Need Help 
Many epileptics have extraordi- 
narily fine minds and, if helped, 
can achieve full social and econom- 
ic success. Those of ordinary a 
bilily should also be given a cha- 
nce to learn something useful. 
The average epileptic often fails 
to obtain relief from his symptoms 
because he does not take his me- 
dicine as directed. All epileptics 
should be systematic in taking the

If good quality pasturized milk 
cannot bo obtained, the housewife 
should secure grade A raw ,milk 
and heat treat it to destroy any 
disease producing germs 
which 


may be present. Those who patron- 
ize public places should insist on 
being served milk in its. original 
container so that the pasteuriza- 
tion statement on the label can be 
checked, 
Milk may become unfit for hu- 
man use even though it has been 
properly collected, pasteurized, a 
transported to the home.

Epileptics Need Help 
Many epileptics have extraordi- 
narily fine minds and, if helped, 
can achieve full social and econom- 
ic success.

The average epileptic often fails 
to obtain relief from his symptoms 
because he does not take his me- 
dicine as directed.

Those who patron- 
ize public places should insist on 
being served milk in its. original 
container so that the pasteuriza- 
tion statement on the label can be 
checked, 
Milk may become unfit for hu- 
man use even though it has been 
properly collected, pasteurized, a 
transported to the home. II milk is 
allowed to stand in the open, es- 
pecially in the hot sun for a few 
hours, it can develop changes which 
will make a young infant sick. 
Non-disease-producing germs which 
are not destroyed by heat may de- 
compose the protein 
and proto 
and produce toxic compounds. Heat 
ing decomposed milk does not vend- 
er it fit for use, especially by young

The average individual with epi- 
lepsy does not suffer physically 
from his difficulty. Nor should pa- 
tients with epilepsy consider that 
they have a shameful, disease, as 
their organs 
are usually normal, 
The difficulty seems to arise be- 
cause of a more sensitive nervous 
.system, 


Epileptics Need Help 
Many epileptics have extraordi- 
narily fine minds and, if helped, 
can achieve full social and econom- 
ic success. Those of ordinary a 
bilily should also be given a cha- 
nce to learn something useful. 
The average epileptic often fails 
to obtain relief from his symptoms 
because he does not take his me- 
dicine as directed. All epileptics 
should be systematic in taking the
